The following stipulations 
apply No more than two (2) 
weeks to be taken consecutively, 
leave must be taken in eligible 
year, and leave must be taken at a 
lime mutually agreeable with 
BOS/cmployce 

Sick Leave awarded will he 
three (3) days per year after si* 
(6) month* probation and can be 
accumulated up lo *1* (fi) days 
unleu terminated for cause

PA's First Lady Ellen Casey reads to children, opening the library's summer reading program

Turn off the television sets this summer and tunc into reading. 
Pennsylvania's First Lady Ellen Casey advised approximately 50 
children at the Dillsburg Public Library on Tuesday afternoon. 

The governor’s wife visited the library at 3:30 p m. to read to 
the children as part of the opening of the library’s summer 
reading program which began on Monday 


Several weeks ago, Dennis Geschwindt, son of librarian 
Emily Geschwindt. sent an invitation to Mrs Casey 

According to his mother, Dennis sent the state's first lady a 
handwritten note on lined, yellow paper In the letter. Dennis 
explained how he enjoys listening to his older brother read him 
stories He added that he and the other children especially would 


like to hear Mrs Casey read lo them. 

Mrs. Casey greeted the children and began to discuss the 
importance of reading. 

"I know you like lo watch television. Grown-ups do, lo,” she 
said. 

"But you must save some time every day for reading," she 
emphasized. Children who read during the summer become 
better readers, she added 

The children, ranging from pre-school to mid-elementary 
ages, were attentive while Mrs Casey read them three stories 
They responded well to her expressive voice and the entertaining 
selections, which included The Napping House, Dr DeSoto, and 
Lillie Toot 

Each child was given a coloring book entitled, Pennsylvania 
America Slam Here The book includes drawings of popular 
tourist sites, as well as, facts about the Keystone State. 

Librarian Geschwindt presented ihc governor's wife with a 
canvas book bag designed by the York County Library System to 
present to its volunteers 

"After all the story times you've done in Pennsylvania, you 
definitely qualify as a volunteer,” she told Mrs. Casey. 

According to Mrs. Casey's secretary, Vickie Flohr. a 
Dillsburg resident and native, the governor’s wife has visited 
several libraries and 86 school districts 

Mrs. Casey thanked the children for the opportunity to visit 
them. 

"I hope you spend a lot of time in the library this summer," 
she added. Casey said the children are very fortunate to have a 
library in their neighborhood 

After the session with the children, Mrs. Casey discussed her 
efforts to promote literacy throughout the state. 

Although she has chosen to focus most of her attention on 
promoting adult literacy, Mrs Casey said she also aims to 
impress upon children the importance of reading. 

Casey said she wated lo spare the children from the heartaches 
faced by so many Pcwisylvamas who cannot read 

Parents can help their children become better readers by 
spending time reading to and with them. Parents can set an 
example by reading for their own enjoyment, she added. 

"Turn off the television and spend that time reading." she 
emphasized again. 

Mrs. Casey, who has read many bedtime stories, is a mother 
of 8 and a grandmother of 10 children. 

Before leaving for Harrisburg, she met and was photographed 
with some Dlllsburg children. 

She thanked a proud Dennis Geschwindt for inviting her to 
the library. 

She also met Elizabeth Willis who sent her a "Just Say No to 
Drugs" postcard as a project for Miss Matthews fourth grade 
class.
